Vote To Penalize 
Newsmen For 
Inciting Stories 


SACRAMENTO (AP)—Under a 
Senate-passed bill, newsmen 
may find themselves on a jour- 
nalistic tightrope, fearing the 
consequences of stories they 
write or broadcast. 


Despite objections that it was 
suppressing or Infringing upon 
the right of a free press, the 
Senate voted to penalize news- 
men who turn out incorrect 
stories which could result in 
violence.

bly Criminal Procedure Com-

"Every person who willfully

clear and present danger of 
breach of peace or unlawful acts 
of force or violence or the un- 
lawful burning or destroying of 
property is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor." 


Flooding Mississippi Threatens

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. Ma. 
rines caught 150 North Viet­ 
namese trying to cross a river 
southwest of Da Nang Monday 
and killed at least 50 of them 
with the help of artillery and an 
aerial gunshlp, military spokes­ 
men said today. One Marine 
was wounded. 
It was one of two ground bat­ 
tles reported by the U.S. Com­ 
mand. The Viet Cong shelled 17 
allied bases and towns Monday 
night, and a delayed report told 
of heavy material damage to 
the U.S. air base at Nha Trang, 
200 miles northeast of Saigon, in 
an attack with rockets and re­ 
coil less rifles Sunday night. 


The 
Marines 
sprayed the 
North Vietnamese with machine 
guns in an area 16 miles south­ 
west of South Vietnam’s second 
largest city as the enemy at­ 
tempted to cross the Vu Gia 
River in sampans. 
Mortar 
shells and artillery rained on 
the boats and a Spooky gunshlp 
raked them with 6,000 rounds a 
minute from its mini-guns. 


The Marines counted 50 ene­ 
my bodies floating downriver 
after the shooting, and only one 
Leatherneck was wounded, offi­ 
cers said. 
In another action 27 miles 
northwest of Saigon, North Viet­ 
namese regulars attacked a col­ 
umn of armored personnel car­ 
riers from the 25th Infantry Di­ 
vision in night bivouac. But they 
were beaten back in a 15-minute 
firefight, leaving 21 dead, the 
U.S. Command said. No Ameri­ 
can casualties were reported. 


The nightly shelling Monday 
night hit a chain of militia posts 
in the Mekong Delta, an Ameri­ 
can 25th Division artillery camp 
28 miles northwest of the capi­ 
tal, the Phan Rang airfield on 
the coast, and a U.S. Navy pa­ 
trol boat use at Tra Cun, 23 
miles northwest of Saigon.

SACRAMENTO (AP)— Under a 
Senate passed bill, newsmen 
may find themselves on a Jour­ 
nalistic tightrope, fearing the 
consequences of stories they 
write or broadcast.

cation or broadcast produces a 
clear and present danger of 
breach of peace or unlawful acts 
of force or violence or the un­ 
lawful burning or destroying oí 
property is guilty of a m is­ 
demeanor."

Flooding Mississippi Threatens 
Cities In lowa/ 
Il, Missouri

The flood crest of the Missis­ 
sippi River pushed southward 
today heightening the danger to 
cities in Iowa, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri while farther north the 
waters were receding. 
Concerted efforts by the en­ 
tire populations of some towns, 
and by elementary, high school 
and college students at others, 
had fought back the worst of the 
flooding. 
In Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
the flood crest had passed, and 
evacuated residents including 
more than 12,000 in Minot, N.D. 
waited for the water to drain 
away so they could return home. 
In Neche, N. D., on one of the 
few 
rivers 
still rising — the 
Pembina — workers reinforced 
crumbling dikes. 
La Crosse, Wis., officials said 
the situation was under control, 
and Mayor Warren Loveland 


said "Our dikes are so strong 
and so secure we should have no 
more rtouble unless we get a 
real bad storm.’’ 
Downstream 
at Prairie du 
Chien, the riverside section of 
the community of 5,800 was un­ 
der several feet of water and 
residents were evacuated. The 
U. S. 18 highway bridge to Mar­ 
quette, Iowa, with an approach 
under about two feet of swirling 
water, was closed to all but 
high-wheeled traffic. 
Along Iowa, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri, the Mississippi rose with 
a major crest still to come. 
St. Louis, a few miles down­ 
stream of the junction of the 
Mississippi 
with the water- 
swollen Missouri, expected a 
crest of 32 feet — two feet ov­ 
er flood stage — by Wednes­ 
day. But the U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers said the crest 
would not”cause extensivedam- 


age around St. Louis or points 
south. 
Waters covered a wharf sec­ 
tion of St. Louis and farm land 
near Alton, 111., but little dam­ 
age was reported. 
At East Dubuque, 111., in the 
extreme northwestern corner 
of the state, a flood warning 
horn was installed to alert out­ 
lying residents if pumps hehind 
the dikes cannot handle the 
heavy rain waters. 
Downstream at the Quad Cit­ 
ies — Moline and Rock Island, 
111., and Davenport and Bet­ 
tendorf, Iowa — high school­ 
ers helped strengthen dikes in 
preparation for the crest ex­ 
pected next week. 
In 
Andalusia, 111., 15 miles 
south of Moline, the whole town 
of 1,100 turned out to help build 
a two-mile-long dike to protect

Floyd Gee intends to get along 
with his neighbors, most of 
whom don’t want him around. 
And to prove it he has agreed 
that three more conditions be 
added before approval of his 
proposed mobile home park, 
camping and picnic area lo­ 
cated on the old Hunter’s Fish­ 
ing Resort. 


Gee headed back up through 
the channels to the county board 
of supervisors today in an at­ 
tempt to get their approval of 
his park, after twice gaining an 
OK from the county planning 
commission. 


But in his second visit to the 
supervisors he is offering sev­ 
eral improvements on his ori­ 
ginal plans, main one being a 
six-foot high cedar fence, plant­ 
ed along the outside with care­ 
fully selected vegetation. He 
has also agreed to a 20-foot 
"buffer strip" between the fen­ 
ce inside and his outer edge 


trailer pads, and has said he 
will landscape that buffer to 
prevent it being used as any­ 
thing but a buffer. He has al­ 
so rearranged the trailer pads 
within the park so his neigh­ 
bor’s view up the Sacramento 
River will not be cut off, at 
least not until the fence is 
completed. 
One of the things argued most 
heatedly by his neighbors is 
that expansion and reopening 
of the old trailer resort will 
decrease the value of their 
lands. A letter presented by Gee 
from the county board of real­ 
tors, over the signature of Zack 
Farm er president, disputed that 
contention. 
"Just for the record" one of 
Gee’s most vocal opponents, 
M rs. Nita Martgren, present­ 
ed the results of some research 
on her part to the planning com­ 
mission. She said Farm er told 
her he signed the above men­ 
tioned letter only as president 


of realtors and 
principle of the 
of the board 
"just on the 
thing." 
Mrs. Martgren quoted county 
assessor George O’Connor as 
saying mobile home parks do 
decrease the value of private 
residential property surround­ 
ing them, and in addition stand a 
good chance of costing the coun­ 
ty a great deal of money to 
provide services for the park 
residents. 


"He told me," she said, that 
♦’lie county puts out $268 a year 
for every man, woman and child 
in the county. With 65 trailers 
and an average of three people 
in every trailer, that’s $44,070 
a year for services for the peo­ 
ple in that trailer park. 
"Since he (O’Connor) can col­ 
lect only $2,000 in assessments 
on the actual trailer pads," she 
said, "that’s a $42,000 net loss 
to Tehama County each year."

Prevent Cancer? 


OTTAWA (AP) — Canadian 


Eskimo women have supplanted 
Japanese as having the world's 
lowest incidence of breast can* 
cer, and a Canadian medical 
specialist attributes this to 
breast feeding. 


Dr. Otto Schaefer of the Nor. 


them Medical Research Unit 
of Edmonton's Charles Cam* 
sell Hospital said Canadian Es- 
kimos 
traditionally 
nurse a 


child three or more years, and 
the mothers are usually in con- 
tinuous lactation from age 17 to 
50. 


A 15-year medical study of the 


Canadian Eskimo population, 
which increased from less than 
9,000 to more than 13,000 in that 
time, turned up only one case 
of breast cancer—a40«year»old 
woman who nursed seven of her 
10 children for less than the 
normal period. 


In Japan and among Green- 


land Eskimos, said Schaefer, 
breast feeding had declined in 
popularity and a^ a result he 
said, the incidence of breast 
cancer is increasing. Japan's 
mortality from breast cancer 
almost doubled between 1910 
and 1930, he said.

Dr. Otto Schaefer of the Nor. 
thern Medical Research Unit 
of Edmonton’s Charles Cam. 
sell Hospital said Canadian Es. 
kimos 
traditionally 
nurse a 
child three or more years, and 
the mothers are usually in con. 
tinuous lactation from age 17 to 
50. 
A 15-year medical study of the 
Canadian Eskimo population, 
which increased from less than 
9,000 to more than 13,000 in that 
time, turned up only one case 
of breast cancer—a 40-year-old 
woman who nursed seven of her 
10 children for less than the 
normal period. 
In Japan and among Green­ 
land Eskimos, said Schaefer, 
breast feeding had declined in 
popularity’ and as a result he 
said, the incidence of breast 
cancer is increasing.

Dear Mrs. C. R.: I know (from 
experience) how difficult it is to 
say ‘*No” when a youngster 
says, “ All the others are going” 
or, “ Other kids can do it, why 
can’t I’*? But there are times 
when a parent must love them 
enough to say “No” for their 
own good. 
It appears to me, that rather 
than being old-fashioned, you 
are much too lenient with your 
daughter and she is taking ad­ 
vantage of your understandable 
desire to be considered swell 
parents.

Rrttol fMMloo which cannot bo 
attended any other ttiM, 
During summer vacation dat­ 
ing privilege* can be increased 
to some extent because there 
la no heavy study schedule or 
the need lor as much sleep 
aa when school is in session. 
However, I do not believe young­ 
sters should be allowed to stay 
out too late, in most circum­ 
stances a curfew of 11 p.m. to 
midnight should he considered 
fair. A prom or formal dance 
where the group goes to a res­ 
taurant after the dance calls 
for later hours but these things 
do not happen too often.

Amazon Filling Ocean 


MIAMI (AP)-Sediment from 
the Amazon River is filling 
an ocean valley one-third of the 
way across the Atlantic Ocean, 
a Miami-based Marine scientist 
reports. 
Dr. Richard Bader, associate 
director of the University of 
Miami Institute of Marine Sci- 
ences, said the ocean drilling 
ship Glomar Challenger found 
the sediment in a 6,000 foot 
deep valley on the flank of the 
mid-Atlantic range. 


"The indications are that this 
material was transported from

WASHINGTON 
— Nobody in 


Washington would take serious- 
ly the small neo-Nazi movement 
headed by Willis Carto and his 
front, the Liberty Lobby, were 
it not for the long list of Con- 
gressmen who are in their debt, 
thanks to compaign contribu- 
tions. 
The situation might be com- 
pared to that in Germany when 
nobody took Adolf Hitler and 
his Munich beer hall Brown 
Shirts seriously until certain 
Ruhr industrialists decided to 
back them. 


Today in Washington the Lib- 
erty Lobby, thanks to Its influ- 
ence in Congress, has been get- 
ting some unpubliclzed results. 
Its most important triumph is 
the promotion of Otto Otepka, 
last remnant of Joe McCarthy's 
era, to a $36,000 job on the Sub- 
versive Activities Control 
Board. Equally important was 
the nomination of Otepka's vig- 
orous rightwlng attorney, Roger 
Robb, to the U. S. Court of 
Appeals. 


It was the persistent cross- 
examination by Robb of State 
Department officials, plus the 
persistent campaign of the Lib- 
erty Lobby, plus help from the 
John Birch Society, which led 
to Otepka's promotion from the 
$14,000 State Department job 
from which he was dropped, to 
the job on the Subversive Board 
at over twice his previous sal- 
ary. 
The facts in the case are ex- 
tremely important. Otepka got 
into trouble with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk when he took 
classified papers to Sen. Tom 
Dodd of Connecticut, later cen- 
sured by the Senate when his 
own files were copied by his 
employes. 
The classified papers which 
Otepka gave Dodd pertained to 
the security clearance of sever- 
al officials, the most import- 
ant being WaltWhitmanRostow, 
the M.I.T. professor who be- 
came President Kennedy's Na- 
tional Security Adviser. Ros- 
tow's father was aSocialistwho 
during World War I had so 
admired Socialist leader Eu- 
gene Debs that he named one son 
Eugene Debs Rostow, the other 
Walt Whitman Rostow, in honor- 
of the great liberal American 
poet. 


ANTI-SEMITIC OVERTONES 


There were anti-Semitic over- 


tones in Otepka's taking classi- 
fied papers to Sen. Dodd, since 
Rostow is Jewish. 


There was another important 
aftermath. Rostow became one 
of the leading hawks of the 
K e n n e d y - Johnson admini- 
strations. Many of his friends 
and associates are convinced 
that this was to prove he was 
not 
pro-Communist, 
as al- 


leged by Otepka and the Lib- 
erty Lobby. 
At any rate, it was Rostow 


who went to Saigon in the late 
summer of 1961 and recom- 
mended to President Kennedy 
that he heavily increase Amer- 
ican m i l i t a r y involvement. 
American troops in South Viet- 
nam rose from 1,000 to 18,000 
as a result. 


Later Rostow gave similar 


hawkish advice to President 
Johnson, his friends believe, 
to counteract the unfair accu- 
sations of the liberty Lobby and 
other right wingers who kept up 
a steady barrage against him 
because of his Jewish, social- 
ist background. 


OTEPKA'S LAWYER

THE FATE OF THE 
BROTHERS ROSTOW 


Professor 
Robert Strausz- 


Hupe once remarked mordantly 
that the trouble with conserva- 
tives is that they do not re- 
trieve their wounded. Though 
conservatives owe them a debt, 
the Brothers Rostow are hard- 
ly 
themselves 
conservative. 


Their father was a radical, and 
in his enthusiasm for social 
consciousness he named one 
son Walt Whitman, the other 
Eugene Debs. Both prospered 
In the tough academic world, 
attaining high professional off- 
ices, respectively as an econ- 
omist and as a lawyer, and 
high prestige also in the world 
of Ideology, which they served 
faithfully as Stakhanovite liber, 
als. Then came Vietnam. 


Walt Rostow went to Lyndon 


Johnson 
and 
stayed 
right 


through his term. He was an 
unabashed 
supporter 
of the 


strategy that called for stop- 
ping the Communists in South 
Vietnam. 
When Johnson's en- 


tourage got around to planning 
the future, it was generally ex- 
pected that Walt Rostow would 
return as professor of econ- 
omics at MIT where he had 
taught for so many years, at- 
tracting more scholarly at- 
tention than anyone in his de- 
partment 
possibly excepting 


Paul 
Samuelson. 
But MIT 


could find no place for him. 
Officials gave out the excuse 
that alas there was no opening, 
and in any case, Professor 
Rostow's economics must have 
become a little rusty over all 
those years when he was con- 
cerned with other matters. The 
academic community knew what 
was 
behind 
the 
Aesopian 


overlay: ideological vindictive- 
ness, pure and simple. 
If 


Rostow had flirted with pro- 
Communism, that would have 


been 
something else: MIT 


warmheartedly reinstated Pro- 
fessor Dirk Struik a dozen years 
ago. 
But Rostow had flirted 


with anti-Communism, and that 
we liberals will not tolerate. 


Eugene Rostow, who also ser- 


ved Lyndon Johnson, was per- 
mitted back to the Yale Law 
School, which he had served 
as dean for ten years. To do 
his colleagues justice, lest 
their zeal for revenge against 
Ideological apostasy be thought 
to be less ardent than that of 
their brothers at MIT, they had 
no choice In the matter: Eugene 
Rostow was away from Yale for 
only two years, and he had a 
leave of absence; so that he had 
the right to return. How was 
he greeted? 
At Yale, the boys bring out a 
slick-left expensively produced 
fortnightly, a baby edition of the 
New York Review of Books. 


A law student in the current 
issue discusses the return of 
Professor Rostow. "I went to 
lunch one day in November and 
heard that Eugene Rostow was 
returning to teach two courses 
for the spring term. We talked 
for 
a while about how we 


should welcome him back. I 
must admit none of the sug- 
gestions were very complimen- 
tary." 
Ah, but the students showed a 
certain generosity of spirit to- 
wards the public sinner. "Even 
though some students have con- 


tinued to talk of boycotting his 
classes or disrupting them, 
none of this talk has been turned 
into action." Not that the stu- 
dents were altogether forgiving: 
' 'In fact, the only organized stu- 
dent response to his return has 
been a Rostow Brothers Film 
Festival, in which three movies 
showing Vietnam atrocities- 
were shown. Before the event, 
all was quiet. 
It was only 


afterwards, In a rare moment 
when Rostow lost his composure 
and tore down one of the posters, 
that the students reacted"—by 
posting a caricature of an an- 
nouncement by the dean criti- 
cizing that kind of thing. 


The author has mixed feelings 


about the genteel ostracism of 
the former lion of the campus— 
perhaps things should have been 
made worse for him. "I think 
that two years ago, and even 
' last year at the beginning of the 
M cCarthy campaign, a more ex- 
treme and negative response to 
Rostow's return would have oc- 
curred. This is not to say that 
such a response would have been 
proper of the best of tactic, 
but only that there would have 
been a much stronger need to 
react." 


On supposes that it is a sign 


of the students at Yale that 
they have not seized the Law 
School Administration Building, 
physically ousted Mr. Rostow, 
and demamded his immediate 
expulsion.

thanks to compaign contribu­ 
tions. 
The Mtustion might be com ­ 
pared to that in Germany when 
nobody took Adolf Hitler and 
his Munich beer hall Brown 
Shirts seriously until certain 
Ruhr industrialists decided to 
back them. 
Today in Washington the Lib- 
• r tj Lobby, thanks to its lnflu- 
ence in Congress, has been get­ 
ting some unpublicized results. 
Its most important triumph is 
the promotion of Otto Otepka, 
last remnant of Joe M cCarthy's 
era, to a $36,000 job on the Sub­ 
versive 
A c t i v i t i e s Control 
Board. Equally important was 
the nomination of Otepka's vig­ 
orous rlghtwlng attorney, Roger 
Robb, to the U. S. Court of 
Anpeals. 
It was the persistent cro ss- 
examination by Robb of State 
Department officials, plus the 
persistent campaign of the Lib­ 
erty Lobby, plus help from the 
John Birch Society, which led 
to Otepka’s promotion from the 
$14,000 State Department job 
from which he was dropped, to 
the job on the Subversive Board 
at over twice his previous sal­ 
ary. 
The facts in the case are ex­ 
trem ely important. Otepka got 
into trouble with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk when he took 
classified papers to Sen. Tom 
Dodd of Connecticut, later cen­ 
sured by the Senate when his 
own files were copied by his 
employes. 
The classified papers which 
Otepka gave Dodd pertained to 
the security clearance of sev er­ 
al officials, the most im port­ 
ant being W alt Whitman Rostow, 
the M.I.T. professor who be­ 
came President Kennedy’s Na­ 
tional Security Adviser. Ros- 
tow’s father was a Socialist who 
during World War I had so 
admired Socialist leader Eu­ 
gene Debs that he named one son 
Eugene Debs Rostow, the other 
Walt Whitman Rostow, in honor 
of the great liberal American 
poet.

Robb, as an inner circle mem­ 
ber of the Barristers club, ob­ 
viously 
was familiar with its 
discrimination policy. He prob­ 
ably did not know about tha 
Nazi sympathies of Willis Csr­ 
to, founder of the Liberty Lob- 
b f, prior to 1966. But In that 
year this column published the 
details regarding the Liberty 
Lobby and Carlo's philosophy, 
and as a result of a suit brought 
before the Court of Appeals — 
and won by this column —the de­ 
tails became familiar to the 
public, especially to D. C. law­ 
yers. 


It's doubtful that President 
Nixon knew much about the 
L i b e r t y Lobby’s background. 
The danger Is that he deferred 
to 
such potent Senators as 
Jam es Eastland, the big Mis­ 
sissippi cotton planter who is 
chairman of the S e n a t e Judi­ 
ciary Committee, and Sen. Tom 
Dodd, a member of the com­ 
m ittee.

ANTI-SEMITIC OVERTONES 
There were anti-Semitic over­ 
tones in Otepka’s taking classi­ 
fied papers to Sen. Dodd, since 
Rostow is Jewish. 
There was another important 
afterm ath. Rostow became one 
of the leading hawks of the 
K e n n e d y - Johnson 
admini­ 
strations. Many of his friends 
and associates are convinced 
that this was to prove he was 
not 
pro-Communist, 
as al­ 
leged by Otepka and the Lib­ 
erty Lobby. 
At any rate, it was Rostow 
who went to Saigon in the late 
summer of 1961 and recom ­ 
mended to President Kennedy 
that he heavily increase Am er­ 
ican m i l i t a r y Involvement. 
American troops in South Viet­ 
nam rose from 1,000 to 18,000 
as a result. 
Later Rostow gave sim ilar 
hawkish advice to President 
Johnson, his friends believe, 
to counteract the unfair accu­ 
sations of the lib erty Lobby and 
other right wingers who kept up 
a steady barrage against him 
because of his Jewish, social­ 
ist background. 


OTEPKA’S LAWYER 
REWARDED 
Another triumph for the Lib­ 
erty Lobby is the appointment 
of O t e p k a ’s 
attorney, Roger 
Robb, to the D. C. Court of 


THE FATE OF THE 
BROTHERS ROSTOW 
Professor 
Robert Strausz- 
Hupe once rem arked mordantly 
that the trouble with conserva­ 
tives Is that they do not r e ­ 
trieve their wounded. 
Though 
conservatives owe them a debt, 
the B rothers Rostow are hard­ 
ly 
them selves conservative. 
Their father was a radical, and 
In his enthusiasm for social 
consciousness he named one 
son Walt Whitman, the other 
Eugene Debs. 
Both prospered 
in the tough academic world, 
attaining high professional off­ 
ices, respectively as an econ­ 
om ist and as a lawyer, and 
high prestige also in the world 
of Ideology, which they served 
faithfully as Stakhanovite liber­ 
als. Then came Vietnam. 
Walt Rostow went to Lyndon 
Johnson 
and 
stayed 
right 
through his term . 
He was an 
unabashed 
supporter 
of 
the 
strategy that called for stop­ 
ping the Communists in South 
Vietnam. 
When Johnson's en­ 
tourage got around to planning 
the future, it was generally ex­ 
pected that Walt Rostow would 
return as professor of econ­ 
om ics at MIT where he had 
taught for so many years, at­ 
tracting 
more 
scholarly a t­ 
tention than anyone in his de­ 
partm ent 
possibly 
excepting 
Paul 
Samuelson. 
But 
MIT 
could find no place for him. 
Officials gave out the excuse 
that alas there was no opening, 
and in any case, Professor 
Rostow's economics must have 
become a little rusty over all 
those years when he was con­ 
cerned with other m atters. The 
academic community knew what 
was 
behind 
the 
Aesopian 
overlay: ideological vindictive­ 
ness, pure and simple. 
If 
Rostow had flirted with pro- 
Communlsm, that 
would have 


been 
something 
else: 
MIT 
warmheartedly reinstated P ro­ 
fessor D irk Struik a dozen years 
ago. 
But Rostow had flirted 
with anti-Communism, and that 
we liberals will not tolerate. 
Eugene Rostow, who also s e r­ 
ved Lyndon Johnson, was per­ 
mitted back to the Yale Law 
School, which he had served 
as dean for ten years. 
To do 
his 
colleagues 
justice, 
lest 
their zeal for revenge against 
ideological apostasy be thought 
to be less ardent than that of 
their brothers at MIT, they had 
no choice in the m atter: Eugene 
Rostow was away from Yale for 
only two years, and he had a 
leave of absence; so that he had 
the right to return. 
How was 
he greeted? 
At Yale, the boys bring out a 
slick-left expensively produced 
fortnightly, a baby edition of the 
New York Review of Books. 
A law student in the current 
issue discusses the return of 
Professor Rostow. 
“ I went to 
lunch one day in November and 
heard that Eugene Rostow was 
returning to teach two courses 
for the spring term . We talked 
for 
a while about how we 
should welcome him back. 
I 
must admit none of the sug­ 
gestions were very complimen­ 
ta ry ." 
Ah, but the students showed a 
certain generosity of spirit to­ 
wards the public sinner. “ Even 
though some students have con­ 


tinued to talk of boycotting his 
classes or 
disrupting them, 
none of this talk has been turned 
Into action." Not that the stu­ 
dents were altogether forgiving: 
"In fact, the only organized stu­ 
dent response to his return has 
been a Rostow Brothers Film 
Festival, in which three movies 
showing Vietnam atrocities— 
were shown. Before the event, 
all was quiet. 
It was only 
afterw ards, In a rare moment 
when Rostow lost his composure 
and tore down one of the posters, 
that the students reacted"—by 
posting a caricature of an an­ 
nouncement by the dean c riti­ 
cizing that kind of thing. 
The author has mixed feelings 
about the genteel ostracism of 
the form er lion of the campus- 
perhaps things should have been 
made worse for him. “ I think 
that two years ago, and even 
' last year at the beginning of the 
McCarthy campaign, a more ex­ 
trem e and negative response to 
Rostow's return would have oc­ 
curred. This is not to say that 
such a response would have been 
proper of the best of tactic, 
but only that there would have 
been a much stronger need to 
react." 
On supposes that it is a sign 
of the students at Yale that 
they have not seized the Law 
School Administration Building, 
physically ousted Mr. Rostow, 
and demamded his immediate 
expulsion.

Unique Wild Trout Project 
To Open At Hat Creek May 2 


A unique wild trout project on 
Shasta 
County's famed Hat 


Creek will be dedicated to the 
fishermen of California on May 
2, the Department of Fish and 
Game reports. 


The following day — opening 


day of the 1969 trout season — 
anglers can try their luck In the 
newly restored qreek. 


Conceived by Trout Unlimited, 


an organization of sportsmen 
dedicated to preserving and re- 
storing wild trout waters, and 
financed by the State Wildlife 
Conservation Board, the proj- 
ect Is unique in that It brought 
together two agencies of gov- 
ernment, a large private utili- 
ty and sportsmen's organization 
as partners. 
It is also the first project 
in California involving the set- 
ting aside of part of a popular, 
accessible water as a wild trout 
stream with no supplementary 
plants of hatchery-reared fish. 


DFG's Ray Arnett pointed to 


the project as part of the De- 
partment's program to provide 
quality fishing experiences to 
supplement the mass angling 
provided by "catchmble" trout. 


"The trophy trout program 


at reservoirs Is also an im- 
portant put of this program to 
provMe a diversity of angling

experiences for Calif ornlans," 
Arnett said. 


The Hat Creek Wild Trout 
Project, located just off State 
Highway 89 near the towns of 
Burney and Fall River Mills, 
consists of a rough fish barrier 
a short distance above Lake 
Britton 
and 3-1/4 miles of 


stream managed as a wild trout 
fishery. 
The project was made possible 


by a $13,000 allocation by the 
W lldlife Conservation Board to 
construct the rough fish bar- 
rier. The Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Company granted the state 
title to the barrier site, guar- 
anteed public access to Lower 
Hat Creek, contributed engin- 
eering design and supervision of 
barrier construction, and gave 
an additional $2,500 toward pro- 
ject costs. 
Trout Unlimited, in addition to 


providing leadership to bring 
the project into being, raised 
$10,000 from Its membership to 
guarantee five years of re- 


search scholarships for gradu- 
ate fishery biologists at Hum- 
boldt State College to study ana 
evaluate the results. 


The Department of Fish and 


Game chemically treated Lower 
Hat Creek from the PG&E's Hat 
2 Powerhouse to Lake Britton 
to remove nearly seven tons of 
rough fish such as suckers, 
hardheads and squawfish which 
were crowding out trout in com- 
petition 
for 
food and living 


space. The DFG restocked the 
creek with selected strains of 
wild rainbow and brown trout, 
and will manage the restored 
wild trout stream with reduced

Unique Wild Trout Project 
To Open At Hat Creek May 2 


A unique wild trout project on 
S h a s t a 
County’s famed Hat 
Creek will be dedicated to the 
fisherm en of California on May 
2, the Department of Fish and 
Game reports. 
The following day — opening 
day of the 1969 trout season — 
anglers can try their luck in the 
newly restored creek. 
Conceived by Trout Unlimited, 
an organization of sportsmen 
dedicated to preserving and re ­ 
storing wild trout waters, and 
financed by the State Wildlife 
Conservation Board, the proj­ 
ect is unique in that it brought 
together two agencies of gov­ 
ernm ent, a large private utili­ 
ty and sportsm en’s organization 
as partners. 
It is also the first project 
in California involving the set­ 
ting aside of part of a popular, 
accessible water as a wild trout 
stream with no supplementary 
plants of hatchery-reared fish. 
DFG’s Ray Arnett pointed to 
the project as part of the De­ 
partm ent’s program to provide 
quality fishing experiences to 
supplement the m ass angling 
provided by “ catchable” trout. 
“ The trophy trout program 
at reservoirs is also an im­ 
portant part of this program to 
provide a diversity of angling 


experiences for Californians,” 
Arnett said. 
The Hat Creek Wild Trout 
P roject, located just off State 
Highway 89 near the towns of 
Burney and Fall River Mills, 
consists of a rough fish barrier 
a short distance above Lake 
B ritton 
and 3-1/4 miles of 
stream managed as a wild trout 
fishery. 
The project was made possible 
by a $13,000 allocation by the 
W ildlife Conservation Board to 
construct the rough fish b ar­ 
rie r. The Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Company granted the state 
title to the barrier site, guar­ 
anteed public access to Lower 
Hat Creek, contributed engin­ 
eering design and supervision of 
b a rrie r construction, and gave 
an additional $2,500 toward pro­ 
ject costs. 
Trout Unlimited, in addition to 
providing leadership to bring 
the project into being, raised 
$10,000 from its membership to 
guarantee five years of re ­ 


search scholarships for gradu­ 
ate fishery biologists at Hum­ 
boldt State College to study ano 
evaluate the results. 
The Department of Fish and 
Game chemically treated Lower 
Hat Creek from thePG&E’sHat 
2 Powerhouse to Lake Britton 
to remove nearly seven tons of 
rough fish such as suckers, 
hardheads and squawflsh which 
w ere crowding out trout in com­ 
petition 
for 
food and living 
space. The DFG restocked the 
creek with selected strains of 
wild rainbow and brown trout, 
and will manage the restored 
wild trout stream with reduced 


bag limits and no future stock­ 
ing. 
Joseph Paul, president of the 
San t rancisco Bay Area Chap­ 
te r 
of Trout Unlimited and 
chairman of TU’s Hat Creek 
Committee, praised the project 
as "a demonstration of demo­ 
cracy at its finest.” 
“ Trout Unlimited is deeply 
grateful to the Wildlife Con­ 
servation Board, Department of 
Fish and Game and Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company for 
the complete and unstinting co­ 
operation it received in mak­ 
ing this project possible,” he 
said.

Response Favorable 
For Tax Proposals 


Object Of Art 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Presi­ 
dent Nixon's proposals for ma­ 
jor reforms in the nation’s tax 
code brought generally favor­ 
able 
congressional response, 
although some criticism devel­ 
oped over the plan to repeal the 
7 per cent investment tax cred­ 
it. 
Besides calling for an end 
to the tax credit, Nixon said 
Monday he also wants the lOper 
cent income surtax cut in half, 
elimination of Income taxes on 
the nation’s poverty ridden fa­ 
milies and insurance that the 
very rich would have to pay 
some tax. 
"We shall never make taxa­ 
tion popular," Nixon said In a 
message to Congress, "but we 
can make taxation fair." 
House Democratic leader Carl 
Albert of Oklahoma said he 
wanted to check the details be­ 
fore making a definite judg­ 
ment, but a first reading indi­ 
cates "it seems to be pretty 
consistent with good Democrat- 
tic policies." 
Republican Sen. Jacob K. Ja- 
vits of New York said the re­ 
peal of the investment credit, 
which allows businesses to de­ 
duct 7 per cent of what they 


spend in new equipment and 
plants from tax payments, could 
result in an economic reces­ 
sion. 
He said the proposals "will be 
strictly a Republican - Demo­ 
cratic fight," since GOP mem­ 
bers generally favor extending 
the credit, while Democrats 
are opposed on grounds it is 
fueling inflation. 
Another Republican, Everett 
M. Dirksen, the Senate GOP 
leader, also was unenthusiastic 
about repealing the tax credit. 
However, not all the criticism 
came from Republicans. Sen. 
Vance Hartke of Indiana, a Dem - 
ocratic member of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said; 
"As far as I am concerned, 
I would like to expand the 7 per 
cent credit and make it avail­ 
able for retraining of skilled 
workers. The shortage of skill­ 
ed labor is one of our most 
pressing problems.
